dioxide from natural gas produced from 
the prolific Smackover Formation in the 
Powell Field.

Operations are expected to start this 
fall. Black,-Sivalls and Bryson, Inc., of 
Oklahoma City and Nixon-Central 
Construction Company, Inc. of Alice, 
Tex., have contracted to construct the 
plant for Gulf Energy. 


The new plant will "clean up" the 


large "soiir" gas reserves of the deep 
Smackover Formation that is known to 
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underlie a vast area of Texas. Low 
wellhead prices for natural gas 
heretofore have prevented drilling wells 
to the Smackover because it was deep, 
and removing acid gases and pollutants 
is costly. The growing shortage of 
natural gas and other forms of energy in 
the U.S. has brought about higher 
wellhead prices for gas; hence/ex- 
tensive wildcat and development drilling 


is expected to be concentrated on the 


n 


Smackover Formation, Bryant said. 
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Gulf Energy and Development Corp. is 


primarily engaged in natural gas 
processing and distribution^ with other 
divisions active in oil well service and

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Wallace Urges Governors 
Join Anti-Busing Stand 


DALLAS (AP) - The gover- 


nors of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Georgia have joined Gov. 
George Wallace in his anti-busing 
stand, the Alabama governor told 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Ladies' Auxiliary Tuesday. 


He asked that the other gov- 


~7nors join in. 


"Since I'm in Texas, without 


attempting to be presumptuous, I 
would like to see Gov. Preston 
Smith join with us in this matter, 
which I think would have much 


political impact, because in the 
final analysis, that's the way the 
problem has got to be solved— 
political pressure and that's 
pressure from the people." 


He said he -will continue to 


challenge school desegregation 
today when he issues an execu- 
tive order against what he called 
government destruction of two 
Alabama schools. 


His order will reopen grades 4 


through 12 in Hobson City, Ala., 
where he claims a predominantly 


black community has invited him 
to take action. 


As to his presidential aspira- 


tions next year, Wallace said he 
still has his "options open." 


Before his speech, the governor 


accepted a $10,000 check for the 
Lurline Wallace Cancer Center la 
be built at Birmingham, Ala. 


He told several thousand wom- 


en who tried to mob him when he 
came in the hall that the 
government should "listen to or- 
ganizations like yours instead of 
to the 'limousine liberals of this 
country." 


He attacked those who march 


with the Viet Cong flag in the 
name of academic freedom and 
said they should be jailed. 


He also attacked U. S. Dist. 


Judge Sam Pointer, Jr. who ruled 


that the governor's order to the 
Jefferson County School Board 
carries no legal weight and the 
board must obey the federal 
court order. 


"He's just, another narrow 


federal judge that doesn't have 
enough legal brain to try a 
chicken thief," Wallace said. 


While Wallace addressed the 


ladies auxiliary, U. S. Rep. Olin 
Teague, D-Tex., was telling the 
main convention that the big 
television networks presented 
"biased and distorted" versions 
of stories that could endanger the 
nation. 


He particularly referred to the 


CBS documentary, "The Selling 
of the Pentagon." 


Wafer, Sewer Granfs 
By FHA of New 'High 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Farmers Home Administration 
says it made loans of $260 million 
and grants of $40 million to rural 
communities of less than 5,500 
population during the past fiscal 
year to finance construction of 
more than 1,400 water and waste 
disposal systems. 


FHA Administrator James V. 


Smith said this was the largest 
single year's water and sewer 
construction effort ever con- 
ducted by the Agriculture De- 
partment. 


The previous high was $195.5 


million in loans and grants in 


fiscal 1967. Smith said FHA has 
now financed more than 5,700 
water and sewer systems which, 
when fully operational, will serve 
more than 5 million rural 
residents. 


Construction of many systems 


financed during the past year has 
already started, but the projects 
will stretch out for another 6 to 12 
months, providing about 4.2 
million 
man-days 
of 
em- 


ployment, primarily for local 
residents, Smith said in a 
statement. 


The administration allowed 


FHA to use only $40 million of the 


$100 
million Congress ap- 


propriated for grants. 'An FHA 
spokesman estimated that 60,000 
more families could have^been 
furnished water facilUiejrp all 
the grant money had been used. 


Congress also has appropriated 


$100 million for grants m the 
current fiscal year and the ad- 
ministration has said it will use at 
least $40 million again. 


Recent legislation allowing 


municipalities to get govern- 
ment-insured loans as well as 
direct federal loans makes it 
easier for FHA to help towns and 
municipalities needing water and 
waste systems. 


The administration has an- 


nounced also an increase of $111 
million in the FHA community 
services loan budget this fiscal 


year, raising it to a new high of 
$300 million. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department says the 
1971 crop of hairy vetch seed may 
total 9,812,000 pounds, 11 per cent 
below last year, but slightly more 
than the 1969 crop. 


A department report said seed 


production is below last year's in 
Oklahoma, Texas and Oregon 
but higher in Nebraska and 
Arkansas. Acreage was the same 
or below last year in all states 
except Arkansas, where acreage 
is up 200 acres. 


Yields were above last year 


except in Oklahoma and Texas. 


Acreage of hairy vetch har- 


vested for seed was estimated at 
48,800 acres, 12 per cent below 
last year.

manhole) to Postoak Creek and 
on to the Trinity River. 


Meanwhile, the solids that have 


been extracted from the water 
are pumped into one of two large 
pits for final processing. 


When the pit is full, the solids 


are pumped into a device with a 
large wheel that sucks the water 
out, and the remaining dry 
material is trucked away from 
the plant and spread onto a 
nearby vacant pasture. Just 
before the drying process, 


The state water quality people 


have no complaints about the old 
plant, either. The system—which 
handles most of the sewage from 
the south side of town—returns 
water that has less than 10 per 
cent "BOD" count, well below the 
state requirement of less than 20 
per cent. 


"BOD" stands for "bio-oxygen 


chemical demand" and is found 
through chemical tests. 


The new plant, on the other 


hand, has a BOD count much in 
excess of state requirements- 
varying up to about 35 per cent. 


The problem is one of quantity, 


not process. 


The plant was built to carry a 


maximum of 1.5 million gallons 
of water a day. The daily flow 


uctuates, of course, but the 
average had been up to nearly 5 
million gallons at one point 
during the day on which city 
officials toured the plant. 


The older plant was built for a 


maximum of 900,000 gallons per 
day and is maintained at about 
that flow. 
• 


The city is considering two 


possible solutions: to contract 
with the Trinity River Authority, 
which operates sewer treatment 
plants for a number of cities, or to 
enlarge the treatment facilities 
with local funds, which would 
require a bond issue. 


The matter is expected to be 


discussed at the next meeting of 
the City Commission Tuesday.

Previously these men and 


women had an obstinate look on 
life and expected manifold pit- 
falls to engulf them along with 
the 
other 
unfortunate un- 


derprivileged people for whom 
life has taken a toll for t^e, worse. 
Ideas and pictures for growth are 
made by people who .really care 
about other people, who are not 
so concerned aboutgiving a hand- 
out but a hand-up. 


Many people think that OM is a 


service-oriented program .and it 
is true that OM is doing many 
various things for the disad- 
vantaged people of Navarro 
County, But OM is basically 
concerned with helping people 
help themselves. OM is changing 
the stereotype service oriented 
images and is "making things 
happen" with people helping 
themselves. 


There are many trainees who 


will never attain the academic 
abilities of their fellow men, but 
OM is just as concerned about' 
each trainees progress as those 
who will or can attain the highest 
academic 
achievements 


awarded to man. The chief goal is 
"to get and hold a permanent 
job." 


Willie Lewis .jobbed around 


quite sometime after dropping 
out of high school in 1966. After 
enrolling in OM recently, he 
attended GEP classes and with 
extra study has completed four of 
the GED tests, leaving one to go. 
He is seriously 
considering 


getting into law enforcement. 
Lewis lives at the Eastside 
Apartments. 


Wlnford Emmett was injured 


in a dynamite explosion working 
in a conversion tunnel in Oroville, 
California and still suffers with a 
back problem caused by the 
vertebre being fused together. He 
had to have part of his stomach 
removed about a year ago and he 
still visits the doctor periodically 
for spinal shots to keep him 
going. vEmmett canie •to-'OM 
recently with a third grade 
education and has already passed 
all five of the GED tests and has 


enrolled at Navarro Jr. College 
for the fall semester. 


Richard Guthrie came to OM 


as a school dropout whose hopes 
had been dampened by un- 
fortunate circumstances of life 
from New York to the Florida 
Everglades to Texas. He found 
himself in Corsicana where he 
found new hope after enrolling in 
OM. 


Richard has a sight im- 


pediment and wears very thick 
glasses, the Texas Commission 
for the Blind under Field 
Representative Miles Philpott of 
Dallas has helped financially 
with his enrollment in '{he Dale 
Carnegie Course offered recently 
to citizens of Corsicana and 
Richard completed with honors. 
He received two "Achievements 
Awards" arid a certificate of 
completion. In his spare time

classes and he got his GED High 
School Equivalency Diploma a 
few weeks ago.
